The entire Mareth line has now been overrun, 6,000 
Axis prisoners are in British hands, and Rommel faces the 
likelihood of being trapped and annihilated as American 
forces under Lieut. Gen. George S Patton. Jr., advanced 
steadily toward the coastal road from central Tunisia. 
The much-vaunted Mareth line went under in less 
time than it took for Montgomery to smash the Nazi de 
fenses at El Alamein last autumn.
